This report shows that the 
amount paid out by the Treasury 
redemption of $500 notes, Bcries 
1874, exceeds by $54,000 tho total 
amount issued of that series, wlici 
it is usually the case that the amount 
paid out for the redemption of any 
series of notes is always less than the 
total amount issued of that, scries, for 
tho very natural reason that many 
notes are burned up or lost where 
they are never found. And what adds 
to the probability of counterfeit noU's 
having been redeemed by Treasury 
officials with good and lawful money 
is the fact that, there was a dangerous 
counterfeit $500 note known to have 
been put in circulation about 1874. 
Treasurer Nebeker endeavors to 
plain by say ing that through an e 
notes of another series may huvc been 
counted as in that of 1874, and 
presses the opinion that this fact will 
be clearly shown when the series of 
1875 shall have all been presented for 
redemption. It is very natural that 
Mr. Xebekcr should try to make this 
explanation, as Mr. Cleveland's Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may feel thai 
it will be his duty to compel Mr. Neb-

There were two substitutes for 
candles. The one was the ancient 
oil lamp, the croosie (Fr. creuset), 
a triangular metal saucer with an 
upright hook at tho base to be hung 
up by. There was an iuner saucer, 
moveable, to graduate the use of the 
oil. At tho apex of the angle was 
flame, coming from a wick made of 
pitch of rushes, which must bo cut 
at full moon, as the flame was thought 
to wax and wane with tho moon if 
cut at any other time. The other 
substitute for the candle was the bog 
can'le. It was made by splitting up 
the resinous logs of the primeval firs 
that are found imbedded in the bogs. 

They wero lef J to dry at the fire- 
side over tho crack or chain that 
held up the pot over the fire. The 
candlestick, willed the peerman, was 
a stone with a hole in its center, into 
which was fixed a pillar of wood about 
four feet high aud tipped with a cleft 
piece of iron, into which the candle 
fitted. The nose of the candle was 
always turned to the door.— Black 
wood s Magazine.
